AN ACT concerning the town constable and

cretion of said Mayor and Aldermen, be removed

who shallserve for the residue of the time of the 
town constable and clerk of the market, whose of-

Mayor elect shall come into office.

mnobstracted judgment of the people; and’ it must 
be admitted, that in-the late election, which was 
conducted according to the forms, of the constitu. 
tion, that intention was ‘disappointed. A. charter, 
~ the letter of which conflicts with its- -spirit, the de- 
taiis of which counteract itè- principles; is certainly 
defactive.. Onthe océasion alluded to, thé can 
. didate, who, in the-primary election, obtaiwed the 
“highest number of votes, and at the moment of fie., 
nal competition, Hare incontestable evidence, of be- 
“ing the choice of'a majority ofthe American pev- 
“ple, evedence which subsequent popular desisions 
haye confirmed, was supérseded. by a combination 
* that triutophed only, because the competition was : 
‘transfered toa small: pre ~existing body of electorss 
“of which, one party to` the combination was an ira, 
fluential, member. -The crisis. was calculated te 
awaken the worst designs of selfish; ambition, and 
if. the motives of men‘are to.be determined by their 
actions, seems to have had its. Sinister opportuni» 
ties fally employed; according to Mr. Adams’s 
` declarations in-ħls book on the- fisheries. as well 
- as to recollections, and corivictions resulting. fram 
the public observations of public men; polilica}. 
"hoslility and personal éstrangement,. had. for sev- 
eral for and on momentous subjects, separated 
himself, and Mre- ‘Clay. No „approach to union, 
“20 inclination for amity was manifested ty éisher, 
until it was a8certained, that as long as they obey~" 
ed the. principles; and supported - ‘the. opinions 
which had formed their respective: “pretitions, and . 
produced their avowed-opposition, the power at 
which they grasped’ was nut to be gained; that: 
‘cotitinued ‘disanion would frustrate, and that ins 
start combination would gratify their mutual am- . 
bition. Thén,.and not till then, long. cherished 
distrust, was mutually forgotten; ‘oft ẹxpressed o- 
pinions were practically: renounced | and: . adverse 
principles openly abandoned; peach, became the ars 
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tificer, of that mans promotion, whose deprogsion 
up to the moment, had been a chief object of his 
exertions. The highestamount ofexecutive pow- 
er was divided, and the closest fraternity of po~ 
litical fortune was, established between then. 
What is énormous need not be exagerated. what? 
is flagrant requires’ no demonstration. Mr. A- 
dams desire the office of president; he went inv 
to the combination withont it,and came out with 
it Mr. Clay desired that of secretary of State, he 
went into the combination without it. and came 
out with jf. Ofthis transaction, the sisaplest his- 
tory is the best analysis. Where change of po- 
litical principles, or even of private estimation, is 
the immediate cause of personal gain recipro- 
cally to the agent, and the object of the change, 
impurity of motive is necessarily concluded. 
Whoever expects otherwise, must expect the laws 
of reasoning imprinted by the deity on the human 
mind to be altered. It is equally certain that a 
daring ingratitude is displayed by the citizen who 
insults the majesty of the people, with the very 
power which their generous confidence, had pla- 
ced in his hands, To believe when proof is suffix 
cient, is not greater folly than to doubt when it is 
convincing, and where circumstantial evidence is 
conclusive, positive testimony which is always li- 
able to a corrective collation with circumstances, 
is rather curious; than valuable. It was but the 
other day that an attrocious murder in the enhgh- 
t-ned state of New York was detected, and punish- 
ed upon circumstantial evidence; and surely a 
process of reasoning, which will sanction the dis- 
truction of one man’s life, is rigorous enough to 
determine the conduct of another. Those who 
demand stronger evidence of an improper under- 
s.anding between Mr. Adams and Mr. Clay, than 
tnat afforded by their combination itself, must be 
Prepared to contend, that it is-not in the nature 
of things, for circumstances to evince guilt, and 
must be diaposed to suspend their judgments until 
the parties confess their ceimes. It ought howev- 
er ta be remembered that all our knowledge of mo- 
tives and character, every decission we form re- 
specting mental occurrences, is drawn from the 
consideration of circumstances, and that it is out 
of the ordinary course of things for the confession 
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of the accused to prescede the satitenge ofthe pro- 
per tribunal.-.The members’ of this assembly, 
therefore, in protesting against the “election of Mr. 
AUamsas impure, and“aniti-republican, are sensi. 
ble of no precipitancy ofjudgment, or too great h- 
cense of language, unwilling to’assert what is 
doubtful, they are determined to speak what is true 
nor do they deem it'niécessary to forty their protest 
by the numerous collateral proofs to be“derived 
either from the confradictions contained in the 
studied Vindication of the secretary of states from 
the coniession of his friend,“his colleague and his 
champion; or'from the pertenant, and cofcuring 
reminiscenses of respectable ‘Witnesses. The ob- 
ject of these’resolutions- being’ remedial, not vinx 
dictive, it remains after exemplifying the actual 
danger of the present plan, to show thé- probable 
advantage of the amendment proposed, inf the first 
place by giving the eléction directly and conclu- 
sively‘ to the people, we should conform io the, fun 
damental principles‘ of our government, which Was. 
cepartéd from in the formation of the constitution,

from apprehension which experience, as far ‘as it 


Has gone, proves not to have béen well founded. 
Another’ benefit will ‘be, tliat: the dependence of the 
governor on thé governed, sa desirable ia a repub 
lic, will be thus’ effectually Secured.«. A conside- 
ration of equal moment, both as it regards. the the. 
ory and practice of our government, is tu be found 
in the fact, that an election placed’ entirely in the 
hands of the people, must result'in the expression 
of their choice. This will exclude the formitabie 
evils of previous cabals, ‘concometant corruption, 
and subsequent resentmenis. ‘The’ people will be 


` satisfied with their own work, and‘ at-succeeding 


~ 


élections, will deliberately confirm or prudently 
correct their former preference. Nor is it próba- 
bite, that thereby purity of élections would be ub- 
tained at the expense of public tranquility. The 
tarbalence apprehended by the fratners of the-con~ 
stitation, iè Iess likelp, to be excited by the -process 
of a fair, and open election, than by the contehtions 
suré to arise, under thé present narrow systein 
between ‘parties inclining to practice, and partieg 
endeavoring to defeat corraption. Besides, the 
people of the United States are further advanced 
iu the knowledge òf self ‘government than’ they 


were when the constitution was adopted, more ca- 
pable of forming a prudent choice, and of avoiding 
those convulsions to which a Jess informed com- 
munity might be exposed by the immediate exer 
cise of a right so important. The division of the 
union into states, and the consequent modification- 
of the elective process, will haye a tendency to 
limit within moderate bounds the effect of anya- 
gitating impulse, and it should never be forgotten, 
that when ahy faculty of government is susceptiblo 
of salutary exertion by the people to lodge it with 
a body of trustees for their benefit, is an odious, 
and pernecious departure from the cardinal prine 
ciples of free govenment. These are some of the 
reasons Which may be assigned in favour of.the 
first resolution. 

As experience proves that the present system 
bas a tendency to destroy ihe purity of elactions,. 
it also shows that a bad administration is likely to 
spring from, and reproduce an impure election. 
When a president gets into power with so smallan 
“approach to unanimity” as to be indebed for bis 
office to ihe rewarded support, and obvious ter- 
` giversations of his most inimical competitor; the 
motive which reduced him to this abasement will 
naturally prompt him to administer the govern- 
ment, not with a view to the public welfare, but 
with an eye to his own popularity. Hence those 
branches of policy which time has sanctioned and 
the fruits of which, though nutritious, and substan- 
_ tialare neither captivating by novelty, nor dazling 
by splendor will be neglected, for visionary, and 
ambitious schemes devised to amuse the imagina- 
tion of the public,and to reflect on their authors 
the credit of superior patriotism, inventioa, and 
sagacity; with the delusive machinery wil] becom- 
bined the influence of executive patronage, which 
in most countries is mighty, and even in our own 
is powerful. This great engine will be perverted 
from its rightful use, to the purehase ðf praise for 
the executive, and a-persions of its adversaries; 
and should eminent services, and yirtue render any 
citizen a dangorous competitor for the Presidency, 
slanders proportioned to his merit will be fabrica- 
ted by interest, and imposed on credulity, such is 
the natural history of power unjustly acquired in a 
free country. Since the last election, accordingly, 
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thé attention of the general government averted 
from thé šalutarý relations which for a series of 
years had secured for us the enjoymert of ‘a pro- 
ductive cbmmerce, has been devoted to the formas’ 
tion of cheihérical, & intrusive alliances, the avowed 
object of which was an outrage upon the spirit and 
independence of the nations whose religion and 
laws it was proposed to subject to our kind control 
and supercillious caré. The mischief of this am- 
bassadorial crusade, of this egregrious departure 
from that modesty and reserve (the dictates of dig- 
nity atid pradence)-which had exalted us in the 
family of civilized’ nations promises to equal the ‘ 
absurdity ofits cohéeption: Besides the-unnecess 
sary, ant’ @normous smod of ptiblic money ex- 
pended, äiid'the redicule ahd censure óf foreign 
nations to which this strange embassy has exposed 
us, it bë well for or country if itinyolves. us in no 
other and greatercalamities. To suit this theory 
to his practice, the president claims almost bound- 
legs authority for the executive, ejects the senate 
from all participation in the institution of embas- 
sies, and the commimsioning envéys: compares 
tthe influence of the constituent on the representa- 
tive to'the effect of paralysis on the human body, 
fa the true spirit of arbitrary condescension, he 
displays to the nation fantastical projects of bene- 
faction, and ithprovement;-befitting the gracious 
king of stargazing subjecta-rather than the respon- 
sible agent of free’ peoples Nor is the profusion 
with which public money’ is expended,-and the 
lijamanagement of the government broad, great- 
er than its profligacy at home, -The- chief member 
of the cabitiet whose daties require his ‘greatest 
sagacity, and most intense application, xnncally 
deserts his department, and displays hitnselfas anı 
itinerent Rhetor, .at-electionering. feasts exceed- 
ing some ofthis colleagues in his official degreda~ 
tion only, as far as he exceeds them in ability.” In 
the days of Washington, and Jefferson, it was not 
in this manner, that the great officers of state were 
employed; neither Hasilton nor Madison was 
Been traversing various states at seasons of elections 
to rise before carousing multitudes and to pour 
forth praises on the president in office, whilst the 
ood gates of defamation were opened against his 
expected'competitor. ‘Those great men never ġel 
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in baisterous harrangues, unbecoming the gravity 
of statesnien, in bangut bravadoes consistent nei- 
ther with decency nor courage, nor in bold asser- 
tions bearing no comparison with facts. One was 
devotedly engaged in the defination of our rights 
at home; and in tne expansion and Security of our 
interests abroad, new violated and neglected, the 
other was seduJously employed in the creation ofa 
system ol economy and Credit, now impaired and ax 
bandoned, whilst both hd exerted their mighty in- 
tellects in the formation ofthat band of national 
union, Which it is the earnest and ardent desire of 
this generat assem ly to maintain and perpetuate, 

They have mate this brief, but in their opinion, 
impartial reference to the conduct of thè resent 
aiministration in suppert of their segont resolu- 
ton, SR y 

ln regard to the third res. Iation, 1E wih be suffi 
cient to say, that the acknowledged popularity, 
the established fame, and well tried patriotism of 
Andrew Jack-on designate fim as the candidate 
most eapable of, ant most deserving, a successful 
competition with Mr. Adams, Here he has deen 
known frum the dawn of manhood, through the 
vicissitudes of fife and fortune, in peace and in 
war—and we speak the sentiments of our consti- 
tuents as well as our own, when we declare, that 
the fire of yonth never impelled Bim beyond the 
bounds of lionor, and that the coldness of age has 
not made him deaf to the voice of patriotism. As 
a man he hasalways enjoyed our peculiar esteem, 
and as a public agent our bighest confidence. The 
force and fitness of his intellect we have never 
found inferiur to the grandeur of his character or 
the lustre of his fame.
